Adams told the jury of a visit 
to the Vietnam Veterans Me- 
morial in Washington last year. 

Of the more than 45,000 
Americans killed in combat 
whose names are engraved on 
the wall, Adams said he won- 
dered “how many were killed 
by people who were not listed” 
in the official estimates CBS 
claimed Westmoreland al- 
tered.
